New Brockton receives $4,000 grant 
to preserve town’s permanent records 


Last week, the Town of New 
Brockton received some good news 
and it came in the form of money! 

On Wednesday, September 7, the 
Town of New Brockton received a 
grant of $4,000 from the Local Gov- 
emment Historical Records Grant 
program, which is being adminis- 
tered by the Alabama Historical 
Records Advisory Board and the Al- 
abama Department of Archives and 
History, 

The grant will be used by the 
town to contract microfilming of its 
permanent records, and to aid in pur- 
chasing a microfilm reader-printer. 

New Brockton's grant was one of 
twenty-three awarded _ totalling 
$204,627 for the second of two grant 


cycles financed by $300,000 in 


funds from the National Historical 


Publications and Records Commis- 
sion, and an additional $100,000 ap- 


propriated by the Alabama State 
Legislature. 

Individual awards to local gov- 
emments ranged from $1,234 to 
$23,523. Recipients included county 
commissions, probate courts, munic 
ipalities, and boards of education, 

The purpose of these grants is to 
assist local governments in identify- 
ing, preserving, and making accessi- 
ble legally and historically important 
government records, 

A two-day workshop for grant re- 
cipients was gonducted at the Ala- 
bama Department of Archives and 
History on October 4th and Sth, 
prior to the distribution of funds. 

New Brockton Mayor Kathryn S. 
Holley and City Clerk Linda C, Dil- 
low attended the workshop which 
was required in order to receive the 
funds, 


After a brief discussion, commis- 
sioners approved Pool’s request al- 
lowing the county attomey to take 
appropriate action toward individu- 
als building illegal subdivisions.” 

“We don’t want a bunch of Jeter 
Subdivisions out in the county,” said 
Pool. This particular subdivision has 
caused numerous problems to the 
county due to the fact that no guide 
lines or regulations were followed 
during its development. 

In March of 1990, the county

,Struction of subdivisions out in the 


county. In order for the roads/streets 
to be accepted for maintenance by 
the highway department, these 
guidelines must be followed. 

The reason for the matter being 
brought before the commission was 
because it had come to the engi- 
neer’s attention that a subdivision 
was under construcuon in the south- 
east portion of the county which was 
not following the guidelines. 

Wilson Mobley, commission 
clerk, presented changes made in the 
rental rates for the Farm Center 
Complex facilities. The rate changes 
were recommended by the commit- 
tee assigned the task of “looking af- 
ter” these buildings. 

The rental rate for the coliseum 
increased from $100 to $200 and on 
the outdoor facility (with the con- 
crete floor), the rate increased from 
$50 to $100, 

The community room is rented 
for $65 which includes $25 for clean 
up. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk noted 
that it had been a long time since any 
adjustment had been made in the 
rental rates. 

The new rates become effective 
on January 1, 1995, 

Before adjourning, Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks once again noted 
that Coffee County was in need of a 
strategic plan, 


He noted that this plan could be 
used lo attract new industry and in- 
crease tourism, Also, by developing 
a plan, the county could increase the 
possibility of the county qualifying 
for governmental grants. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
commented that a county industrial 
park should be included in this stra- 
tegic plan. 

In other matters coming before 
the commission, the following ac- 


uions were taken:

missioner Stephens to purchase auto-

State troopers warn 
Alabamians beware 


Alabamians and those outside the 
state should be wary of any  tele- 
phone fund requests by callers repre- 
senung themselves as Alabama state 
troopers, Or soliciting money on be- 
half of troopers and their families. 

Neither the Alabama Department 
of Public Safety - which employs 
stale troopers - nor troopers them- 
selves conduct telephone solicita- 
ions, according to acting director 
Col. Robert M. Patterson. 

The Department of Public Safety 
IS a state-funded agency and does 
nol engage in solicitation of money 
for its operations or on behalf of 
troopers and their families, 

Patterson also said the Alabama 
State Trooper Association, a private 
organizauion for troopers, does not 
seek contributions by telephone, 

“Public Safety has received in- 
quiries and complaints from individ- 
uals throughout the state and from 
trucking companies outside Ala- 
bama,.” said Patterson, 

He said out-of-state trucking 
firms that had received solicitation 
calls, otensibly to benefit Alabama 
troopers, were told by the callers that 
their bucks would be harassed while

[ am 67 years old and have a 
heart problem, but that doesn’t seem 
to make any difference with our 
county officials 

A few days ago, the Coffee 
County Health Officer came into my 
kitchen and ordered me to take my 
garbage to the Coffee County Land- 
fill once a week or pay for garbage 
pick up, Why should I be ordered to 
take garbage to the landfill every 
week or pay for garbage pick up, 
When I don’t have that much gar- 
bage. 

The health officer told me I could 
not burn anything. She had just 
passed people burning trash on her 
way to my house to harass me. She 
told me I could not even have a 
bucket of water setting around. I do 
not do that anyway because of mos- 
quitoes. I have always kept a clean 
yard. I was told that if I did not com- 
ply with their rules, my home, which 
I have worked for all my life, could 
be taken away from me. I do not ap- 
preciate her coming into my home 
and ordering me around.

Soon we got a report that this car Elba needed so badly 
was seen around town that afternoon with the mayor driving it. Then min- 
utes later we were told it was at that very moment parked at the mayor’s 
home! We checked with our own eyes and sure enough at ten o’clock in 
the evening, one of the much needed police cars was parked in that drive 
way on Forest Lake Drive, blocked in by two other vehicles! The two new 
police cars were bought with drug money. Police Chief Jack Parker went 
to 4 conference in Gulf Shores to get the money, at his own expense to 
help the people of Elba get much needed equipment, and the new car goes 
home with the mayor! The need for new cars was apparently real because 
before Chief Jack went on medical leave, it was not unusual for us to see 
him patrolling at night on his personal car, burning his own gasoline.

State troopers warn 
Alabamians beware 


Alabamians and those outside the 
state should be wary of any tele- 
phone fund requests by callers repre- 
senting themselves as Alabama state 
troopers, OF soliciting money on be- 
half of troopers and their families, 

Neither the Alabama Department 
of Public Safety - which employs 
state troopers - nor troopers them- 
selves conduct telephone solicita- 
ons, according to acting director 
Col. Robert M, Patterson. 

The Department of Public Safety 
IS a state-funded agency and does 
nol engage in solicitation of money 
for its operations or on behalf of 
troopers and their families, 

Patterson also said the Alabama 
State Trooper Association, a private 
Organization for troopers, does not 
seck contributions by telephone, 

“Public Safety has received in- 
quirics and complaints from individ- 
uals throughout the state and from 


trucking, companies outside Ala- 
bama,” said Patterson, 
He said out-of-state trucking 


firms that had received solicitation 
calls, olensibly to benefit Alabama 
troopers, were told by the callers that 
their tucks would be harassed while 
traveling through Alabama it. the 
companies failed to contribute, 

Patterson said Public Safety is 
contacung — trucking — associations 
throughout the United States to issue 
wamings about the legitimacy of 
such solicitation. He also urged any-

Here’s 
why. 

! enrolled in the Basic Refrigera- 
tion Course at MacArthur State 
Technical College in Opp, AL for 
the summer quarter of this year. 
Classes began on June 15 and ended 
on August 24, 1994. The instructor 
for this course was Mr. Terry Spic- 
er, now the democratic nominee for 
the State House of Representatives 
from Coffee County. According to 
my class schedule, I was supposed 
to receive from two to three hours of 
classroom instruction each day, five 
days per week. Lab and individual 
Study was scheduled for three to 
four hours per day. As it turned out 
almost all of the schedule was indi- 
vidual study, During the entire quar- 
ter I was only given approximately 
three and one half hours of instruc- 
tion (lab and Classroom) by Mr.

Dr. Chism’s re- 
sponse to my statement was instruc- 
tions to Mr. Bennett, an administra- 
tor at the college, to tum in the 
papers necessary to hire someone to 
fill in for Mr. Spicer. That person, 
Mr. Stan Bolling, began work on 
August 22. 

The above is the reason we need a 
law in Alabama like the Hatch Act. 
Not only did Mr. Spicer’s students 
not receive the instruction they de- 
served and were supposed to get, we 
taxpayers are now paying the salary 
and benefits for another person to do 
the job Mr, Spicer is still being paid 
to do. I don’t know how long we 
will have to pay for an additional 
person. I su t it will be for a long 
time if Mr, Spicer wins the election 
on November 8.

He had been a gift to my thirteen 
year old daughter, Mary, from a 
group of people in Birmingham, 
This group was known as Gifts, Inc. 
and their purpose was to grant the 
wishes of seriously ill children, 
Mary had leukemia. She and her 
Dad had just returned from Birming- 
ham where Mary was undergoing 
grueling chemotherapy treatments, 
She and her Dad had been Staying at 
the Ronald McDonald House where 
the tiny cream point Himalayan Per- 
sian kitten was presented to her. 
Mary had fallen in love instantly 
with the precious feline that would 
come to be named “Lady’s Lovely 
Madison Woobie Bruce,” or as eve- 
ryone would call him, ““Woobie.” 

From day one, Mary and Woobie 
formed a special bond as they 
rough-housed together, Mary would 
frequently bathe and brush him and 
use her blow dryer on his long, thick 
hair. Woobie always looked like his 
face was dirty no matter how often 
he was bathed, though. 

Mary’s older sister, Dena Smith, 
recalls Woobic as a kitten: 

I distinctly remember a phone 
call I received at work one Friday 
evening. Mary and the rest of the 
family had journeyed once again to 
Birmingham for chemo treatment. 
Mary had left behind her precious 
Woobie and could not imagine en- 
during another day without him. 
“Could you please bring him up to- 
night?” she tenderly pleaded. I had 
to be at work early the next morning 
and would not be off this evening 
until 9:30, How could I resist such a 
precious request though? I picked 
up Woobie after work and began the 
3 1/2 hour trip. I noticed on the way 
out that I desperately needed to stop 
for gas. I stopped at a nearby station 
and left a window cracked for the 
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kitten, No sooner was I out the door 
before little Woobie found his way 
out the window. The little, white 
mass of fur was walking around on 
the oily pavement and broke into a 
sprint when I came after him. We 
looked like two small children play- 
ing hide and seek before long. Woo- 
bie ran dangerously close to the 
busy highway before I finally 
caught up with him. A good thirty 
minutes had been lost but I was just 
relieved to have caught Woobie be- 
fore anything dreadful happened. 
Woobie made it into his loving mas- 
ter’s arms around 1:30 a.m. Mary’s 
gentle smile and happiness made me 
forget my exhaustion and my gas 
Station struggle. I kissed her good- 
bye and left to return home, shower, 
and make it in for the morning shift 
at work. 

Mary took much delight in this 
incident--Mary ran into the den one 
aftermoon commanding us to follow 
her into her room. She was so tick- 
led! She had been looking for her 
Woobie and was shocked to see a 
pair of real eyes looking back at her 
from her collection of stuffed ani- 
mals on built in cabinets in her 
room. Woobie had found a perfect 
Spot to nap among his furry, fuzzy 
friends. This became one of his fa- 
vorite spots! 

Mary passed away on November 
26, 1987, Thanksgiving Day. Her fa- 
ther, her sister, Déna, and I were 
with her as her sweet, gentle soul de- 
parted this earth. She left Woobiec 
behind to comfort us and bring us 
laughter, and these things he did of- 
ten. 

Heather Whitestone, the current 
“Miss America,” who was a dear 
friend of Mary’s wrote a lovely 
poem about Mary and Woobie. In 
the letter she sent with the poem she 
Said: “Being deaf is a difficult handi- 
cap, but Mary accepted me just as I 
was, She liked me anyway,”

Council on Aging (SARCOA) began 
administration of a new program for 
the elderly on October 1, 1994.

Florence Mills (1895-1927) 


..-Historic Black in the Arts 

A forerunner of the modern-day 
entertainer, who uses body and facial 
expressions to compliment a perfor- 
mance, was a child prodigy named 
Florence Mills. A singer and dancer 
whose trademarks were strutting, 
stalking, cake walking, and a panto- 
mime style of mouthing. She won 
Stardom in the United States and the 
world with her unique performance. 

Florence was born to John and 
Nellie Simon Winfrey in 1895, in 
Washington, DC. When she was 
only 4 years old, she made her debut 
as a professional performer in Wil- 
liams’ and Walker’s Sons of Ham, 
where she brought the house down 
with her rendition of the song “Han- 
nah from Savannah”. By age six, she 
had so perfected her act that she was 
billed as “Baby Florence Mills”, 
with a particular talent for the cake 
walk and buck dancing. When she 
was 15, she teamed up with her two 
older sisters, Olivia and Maude, to 
form the Mills Trio, which per- 
formed in Vaudeville. Later, she 
broke away from her sisters and 
Starred with Cora Green and Ada 
“Bricktop” Smith in the Panama 
Trio. 

In September 1921, when Ger- 
trude, one of the leads in the Black 
revue, Shuffle Along, fell ill. Mills 
was chosen as the replacement, and 
her performance brought her star- 
dom. Her bird-like singing tone cap-

tivated her audience, One of her 
most memorable performances was 
when, in her small voice, she sang 
her favorite song, “I’m a Little 
Blackbird Looking for a Bluebird.” 
She gave audiences lumps in their 
throats and tears in their eyes. Her 
show-stopping performances proved 
that Blacks could star in a musical 
show of high quality. Critic Leslie 
Walton stated that her shows, 
“Measured up to the high standards 
set with respect to class, cleanliness, 
and merit.” 

Mills starred in Plantation Revue 
(1922) at the New York Plantation 
Club, From Dover to Dixie, Dixie to 
Broadway, and Blackbirds of 1926. 
She died in the hospital on Novem- 
ber 1, of complications. She was 
only 32. 

Florence Mills funeral attracted 
over 100,000 moumers. And sym- 
bolically, when the hearse ap- 
proached 145th Street in Harlem, an 
airplane released a flock of black- 
birds--the ultimate salute to a rare 
jewel of talent, who left a permanent 
mark,

Tye-Dye Experiment By Chemistry Class

Tye-dying is an example of a chemi 
cal concept that was studied by the mem 
bers of the Chemistry class taught by 
Mrs. Michelle McInnis. To get a real ex 
perience with the concept, the members 
of the class tye-dyed their own shirts. 

The T-shirts were first washed in a 
mild detergent, Then the dye solutions 
and sodium carbonate solutions to be 
used were prepared. The T-shirts were 
soaked in sodium carbonate for two 
hours prior to dying them. 

The class then twisted the shirts and

they were brought outside and the dye 
was applied to both sides of the T-shirts 
by pipets.

Before being able to 
wear them, the T-shirts had to be washed 
and dried again. 

The class was required to wear the 
tye-dyed shirts to school for a test grade, 
The tye-dying kit was purchased from 
Flinn Scientific Company.

Like I've said a couple of hundred limes Over the past twenty or so 
years, the Elba Tigers weren't as bad as everyone thought when they were 
losing and aren't as good as everyone thinks now that they have gone 1-0 in 
Area 3 play by clobbering Louisville 54.0 

The win over Louisville. and even the lopsided score, was just what the 
Doctor ordered for Couch Mack and his Elba 1 igers last week, as the Tigers 
snapped their six-game losing streak and got to have a little fun that they 
had been missing ever since the long losing streak began Any win is a big 
win, but when a team has lost six Straight and has been whipped handily a 
couple of times, even a win over a perennial weak team like Louisville 
lakes on added importance. To win was important, but to win 54-0 was just

PROPOSED AMENDMENT NO. 11 

(a) The Legislature may, by local 
law from time to time, provide for the estab- 
lishment of districts in Blount County for 
fire protection and emergency medical ser- 
vices and provide for mandatory annual 
dues in the districts upon approval of the 
qualified electors residing within the dis- 
tricts. The Legislature shall provide for the 
operation of the districts and for the collec- 
tion of mandatory annual dues. The Legisla- 
ture may limit the liability of the county for 
the operation of a district and provide that a 
district shall be exempt from all taxation, 
The districts may include the area currently 
served: by the Remlap Volunteer Fire and 
Rescue, Inc., or may be formed in other 
areas of the county. 

(b) Act No, 93-342, H.970, 1993 
Regular Session, is repealed. 

(c) This amendment shall not 
become effective unless approved ata refer- 
endum by a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of Blount County voting on the 
proposition.

Monthly bills totaling $17,801.88 
were approved for payment.

The Elba Planning and Zoning 
Board met Thursday night to con- 
sider a request from Roland Powell 
to rezone property on Tucker Street 
and Martin Luther King Drive from 
R-3 to R-4. 

The Elba city ordinances define 
that as allowing Powell to place 
mobile homes on land presently 
zoned for duplex apartments. There 
has been considerable debate over 
the definition of a mobile home 
park, since the plan is to park more 
than one mobile home on the dis- 
puted property. 

Chairman Bill Brunson opened 
the hearing with an explanation of 
the powers of the board, the limita- 
lions of R-4 zoning and problems 
with some outdated wording in the 
present zoning laws. 

After an emotional meeting, 
where area residents expressed 
strong opposition to the change and 
Mr. Powell assured the board mem- 
bers he would police the behavior of 
his tenants personally, it was de- 
termined there was not a quorum 
present to allow a vote on the issue. 
He explained this would allow the 
board to only pass on to the city 
council their findings and let the 
council members make any decision 
they see fit to make in this matter. 

Present for the meeting in addi- 
tion to Brunson were Everette Kel- 
ley, Lamar Wilson, City Clerk Hen- 
ry Clark and Pat Powell. 

Mrs. Powell is the wife of Roland 
Powell and therefore could not par- 
ticipate in the voting because of her 
conflict of interest. Clark said he 
was there only to record the hap- 
penings and not as a voling member. 
This left only three voting members 
and Brunson declared this was not a 
legal quorum. 


After the meeting Clark ex- 
pressed concern over some of the 
problems expressed by area residents 
and promised city officials would be 
looking into them immediately, 

Protesting residents said mobile 
homes devalue property, they have 
problems with residents of mobile 
homes already in the area; afraid to 
sit on front porch already; live alone 
and dread the people who might live 
in them because I know what they 
have down the street; I work and 
need my sleep; problems with an 
apartment house he (Powell) owns in 
the neighborhood; parties start and 
last until 4 a.m.; It’s already rough 
and I don’t need more rough ones; 
could stand on my front porch and 
see anything you can see on TV or 
anywhere; etc. One lady said, “I got 
me a big old dog, but they just made

friends with him.” 

Brunson asked the protesters, “If 
it was limited to a maximum of four 
trailers, would your objections be the 
same?” The response was a solid 
YES. 

One protester asked board mem- 
bers if they wanted four mobile 
homes parked on their property. 

Mrs. Powell passed out to board 
members copies of a petition she 
said was signed by area residents 
who did not oppose the rezoning. A 
protester said most of those names 
were of people who already rented 
from the Powells and were not area 
property Owners ... “they can just 
move away if it gets too bad.” 

Another protester said there is a

AEC plans to lower Gantt Lake 


The water level of Gantt Lake 
will be lowered from three to four 
feet starting November 1 for a mini- 
mum of three weeks, officials of Al- 
abama Electric (AEC) announced to- 
day. : 

AEC has awarded a contract for 
the construction of a new boat ramp 
at Clearview on Highway 29 north 
of Andalusia, and the lower lake lev- 
el will allow work to be completed, 
said Phillip Burgess, AEC Commu- 
nications Manager. 

“We have received numerous re- 
quests to lower the lake so that prop- 
erly owners can make necessary re- 
pairs to piers and seawalls,” said 
Burgess, “and this advance notifica- 


tion is being given to allow planning 
for this type of maintenance work.” 

While the construction is antici- 
pated to take about three weeks, Bur- 
gess said the timetable will probably 
be affected by the weather. 

The construction of the boat ramp 
is a join effort of AEC and the Game 
and Fish Division of the Alabama 
Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources. 

Burgess encouraged local proper- 
ty owners to help communicate the 
co-op’s plans to those who live out- 
side the Andalusia and Covington 
County area but who own property 
around Gantt Lake.
